Repeaters: 

Vern (WSUYF) went on 
site and found that an exhaust fan was running and it was right over the cans; as a result the cans were 
cold. He installed a heat tape around the cans, and corrected the problem. Don has not had a chance to 
talk to Vern to see if he’d checked with Tommy (KAOEJQ) about a replacement UPS for the 88 
machine.

There are many door prizes 
including an ICOM 718. Larry also passed out flyers with a map. 

Don announced a proposal for membership for Joseph R. Chase (KDOHDL) a General Class from 
Hannibal. Don asked him to tell us a little about himself. He is an ARRL member and currently has an 
interest in packet radio.

Rob (KEODZDJ) gave a brief update on the event at “Twain on Main”. The person he had been in 
contact with wanted to string a “telegraph wire” from one end of the street to the other, send a Morse 
Code message to the far end, and have a ’’Pony Express” rider deliver the message to a “print shop”.

We had 218 
sessions; total check-ins were 1351 which was down 173 from 2016. We did 66 drills for a total of 
457.67 hours, two public service events with 13” hours, 2 emergency operations for 6.75 hours, and 
the total number of ARES operations was 70. The total man/hours for the year was 477.92 hours. At 
the ARRL rate of $19.00 per hour, it would have been a total value of $9,080.48. 

Cliff 
said that Jason Joens (NROX) is in the process of taking down the towers, but it will probably be spring 
before he can complete the task.

And, 
you have likely read that team members completed their cold water survival, 
CPR, and fire-fighting training.

They observed the crew and contractors 
working hard to complete their projects. 

We are awaiting final clearance to sail which will be issued by the 
Chilean Navy, the regulatory authority for maritime safety. 

We remain confident in our success and are anxiously waiting to get 
underway. Whatever delay we encounter will not impact our results on the 


island.

3Y0Z BOUVET DXPEDITION NEWS (Posted on the Web, January 20th): We had an 
uneventful traverse of the Straits of Magellan, and are currently just 
southeast of the Falkland Islands, making approximately 11 knots. At the 
moment, we have fair winds and following seas, and our weather forecast 
looks good for the next 12 hours. However, the weather can change quickly 
in this part of the world. 

Our team is in good spirits, but one or two are feeling the effects of 
moderate seasickness. We have one maritime mobile station active, with 
most of our QSOs on 20 and 40m. We are running 100 watts to a Hustler 
vertical on the bow of the ship and an OCF dipole hung from the bridge 
area. Our transmissions include grid square information. We hope to add 
a second station, soon.

Every operation of this size needs a large number of critical equip- 
ment items suitable for island operation.
